F O U N D I N G T H E K O N G O ST ATE. 


E x p lo rer S ta n ley T ell» In Itrlef th e Sto ry 
o f th e G reat 1 nterpri» « *. 
During my descent of the Kongo i 
had revolved over and over in my mind 
the question of the destiuy of the river. 
Seated at the prow of my b oat, which 
led our flotilla, and daily watching the 
river developing itself, 1 was preoccu­ 
pied with those thoughts every leisure 
moment. 
There was, it seemed to me, 
no other power b ut England that could 
interest itself with this part of Africa, 
and, as I said, there was not a single 
white man in possession of any portion 
of the equatorial 
b elt except at tin* 
mouth of the Kongo, where a few trad 
ers had gathered. 
But despite the mi 
merous addresses in England upon this 
sub ject 1 tailed to awaken more than a 
geogiaj hicul interest in equatorial Af 
riea. 
The terror of the African climate 
in general was too strong upon every­ 
b ody. 
Elsewhere, however, the reports of 
my addresses in the English newspapers 
were taking effect. 
After nearly nine 
m ouths’ b usy life in England the king 
of the Belgians invited me to visit him, 
and I was then informed of his strong 
inclination to undertake for Africa what 
I had b een so strenuously advising E ng­ 
lishmen to do. He was already president 
of the African International association, 
which was ab out to set on foot a hu 
m anitarian enterprise from 
the east 
coast, and he led me to understand that 
if I were free from other engagements 
he would like to employ me in opening 
the Kongo b asin to European influence 
and civilization. 
It was my opinion that the b est way 
of setting ab out the work was 
to con 
struct a light surface railway which 
should skirt the cataracts of the lower 
Kongo and then to launch steamers on 
the upper waters, which I estimated 
would furnish ab out fi.OOO mil« - of n a v­ 
igation. 
We argued ab out this m atter 
from August 
to Decemb er, Jk?8. 
The 
b est Belgian engineers were consulted, 
b ut after tho most elab orate calcula­ 
tions a.- to cost it was finally decided 
that as the expense would b e great we 
should content ourselves with m aking 
wagon roads past the cataracts and b uild 
a series of military station- for the pro­ 
tection of caravans, and that the annual 
expenditure should not exceed $00,000. 
—Henry M. Stanley in Century.

IIo w tío * TVnriM# Etig fnt* o f 
m o tio n 
" i» , I *>«**« In W» rfi» r» \ 
Joinviile, w in served 
under King 
Louis IX in the seventh crusade of 12 48. 
gives a graphic description of the ter­ 
rors of Greek fire; 
“ It happened one 
night that the Turks b rought up an en­ 
gine that they called the porriero (stone 
thrower), a terrib le eugiue of destruc­ 
tion, and placed it in front of some cat 
castles (chaz chnteil) that M. Gaultier 
de Curel and I were 
guarding that 
night, and from this engine they throw 
Greek tire at us in great quantities (a 
plante). It was the most horrib le thing 
that ever I saw. When the good knight, 
M. Gaultier, my comrade, saw the tire, 
he cried out and said to us: ‘Seigneurs, 
we are lost forever without remedy, for 
if they set fire to our cat castles we 
shall b e consumed and b urned, and if 
we leave our p< 
we shall b e disgraced, 
and so I conclude that there is no one 
who can defend us from this peril ex­ 
cept God, our b lessed Creator. Order all 
our men, every time the enemy throws 
the Greek fire, to throw themselves on 
their hands and knees and cry, “ Thanks 
to our Lord, m whom is all pow er!’ “ 
And whenever tin Turks fired the first 
shot we threw ourselves thus on onr 
hands and knees, as our commander had 
ordered. 
The nature of Greek tire was 
such that it advanced toward us as b ig as 
a tun, and its tail extended a yard in 
length (line demye-canuodoquatrepans). 
It made such a noise in coming that it 
seemed as though it were a thunderb olt 
falling from heaven and appeared to me 
like a great dragon flying in the air. It 
threw out such b rilliant light that it 
was as clear as daylight in onr host, so 
great was its flame of fire. Three times 
that night they threw this Greek fire at 
us from the aforesaid perriere and four 
times from the great crossb ow (arb ole,ste 
a tour), and every time our good King 
St. Louis heard that they were throwing 
the fire at us in this manner he cast 
himself upon the ground, and stretch­ 
ing out his hands, with his face uprais­ 
ed to heaven, he cried in a loud voice to 
our Lord and exclaimed as he shed great 
tears, ‘ Beau Fire Dieu Jesus Christ, 
garde moy it touto mu gent. ’ “ 
(“ His 
toire de Ft. Louis,” Petitot, volume 2, 
page *235.) 
Tin* eat. castles mentioned b y Joinville 
were wooden towers used in sieges, and 
tin* word < anne is u French measure of 
length equivalent to six feet and con­ 
sisting 
o f eight pans of nine inches 
each. 
Them was nothing novel in the 
mere throwing of fire. 
It has always 
b een one of theusual incidents of sieges.

The men- moist the 
clim ate is, the dark* r the skin of the 
natives. As one g<* • up the Ganges the 
clim ate l>e*c. mes drier and the skin < f 
the natives w hiter. 
Tin* Bengalese are 
b lack, b ut the Sikhs and the Rajpoots 
are of a d« ad w hite c >1< >r. 
In America it is the same. 
The B ra­ 
zilians are gent rally darker than the in­ 
hab itants of t he Andes. The Portuguese, 
who come from a rainy country, settled 
in Brazil, w hile the Spaniards inhab it 
tht‘ Andes and the dry La P lata section. 
Spain is very dry as compared w ith 
Portugal, and the Portuguese in Europe 
have the darkest skins of all Europeans. 
H eat, light and hum idity, says the 
w riter, are, then, all causes of pigm en­ 
tation. 
In d* aling w ith these three 
causes the question of pigm entation of 
the skin is alone, ai.d tluir n la tiw in­ 
fluence, he says, is a very com plicated 
one.

consists largely of rats, mice, etc., w hile 
that of the garter snake is principally 
insects, such as grasshoppers, caterpil­ 
lars, etc. 

In 
my younger days I was crossing Ashb y ’s 
gap, over the Blue Ridge, \ irginia, in 
company w ith an uncle of the famous 
Black Horse Cavalry Ashb y.

d en ly released from the restrain t as well 
as the weight of the wire rope. 
< )t courses in such an emergen cy the
